Belle Glade will get new

The Grinch almost stole 
Christmas in Belle Glade 
Monday night, but city 
commissioners came to the 
rescue. 

City Manager Lomax 
Harrelle told commissioners 
the city's Christmas decora- 
tions were in “deplorable 
condition” and a safety hazard. 
They could not be used another 
year: 

The city is facing a tough 
budget year and money for 
extras such as Christmas deco- 
rations is not in the budget, 
said Mayor Bill Bailey. 

"I guess we'll just have to do 
without lighting the streets this 
year,” he told them. 

Commissioner Steve Weeks 
said he would not like to see 
the streets unadorned during 
the holiday season and 
suggested the commission look 
at ways to finance the purchase 
of new lights or banners, 

He said the city had funds 
left after the sale of a truck 
and suggested that money be 
used. 

Assistant to the City Mana- 
ger Sue Teets said she had 
researched the cost of wreaths 
or banners for the streets. 
Wreaths for poles on Main 
Street and Martin Luther King 
Boulevard to 5th Street would 
cost $200 per pole and banners 
$125. 

The commission authorized 
staff to purchase whichever the 
city could afford with the 
money available. 

City employees also learned 
this week they will receive a

bonus the first week in 
December. The city froze wages 
this budget year and Mr. 
Harrelle said he would like for 
the employees to at least receive 
a small bonus. 

In other business, 
commission: 

* approved the purchase and 
installation’ of ESSX telephone 
equipment. 

City Finance Director Bill 
Underwood said it was an op- 
portunity to save on the tel- 
ephone service by changing 
from the current line service 
with AT & T to Southern Bell 
ESS 

The city currently spends 
$24,429.84 for 63 phone lines. 
Mr. Underwood said the annual 
expense for 63 ESSX lines 
would be $17,993.04, or a 
savings of $6,436.80 per year, 

The city would also save over 
$8,000 in equipment lease and 
maintenance with ESSX: 

+ Listened to a report from 
City Building Inspector Gene 
Simmons concerning an apprai- 
sal of the building better known 
as "The House of Pain” on 416 
S.W. Avenue B Place.

Commission: Pahokee can can cans

The Pahokee City Commission Tuesday night 
voted to dispose of its 300-gallon-can trash 
collection system and replace it with a dumpster 
based system. 

Citing the unsightliness of the cans as well as 
their propensity to be overturned by aluminum- 
can scavengers, City Manager Ken Schenck 
asked the commission for permission to seek 
bids for dumpsters and a new truck to handle 
them. 

Mr. Schenck estimated the cost of a new truck 
to be in the range of $110,000 - $120,000, and 
that the dumpsters would cost about $60,000. 

But, he said, the city needs a new truck whet- 
her or not it chooses to change to the dumpster 
system, The garbage truck currently in use is 
nine years old and a maintenance problem, he 


said. 

The city's trash truck is about five years old 
and has become a maintenance problem, too, he 
said. Pahokee has already received a $6,485 
grant from the Solid Waste Authority towards 
the purchase of a new trash truck, which he 
estimated will cost about $50,000. 

The city has budgeted $35,000 this year as a 
down payment, and, said the city manager, Bank 
of Pahokee would finance the purchase for 
years with payment being approximate 
$50,000 per year. 

The city would save about $3,500 per year by 
eliminating Saturday pickups, and other savings 
would come from the reduced number of overall 
pickups, as each dumpster would hold more trash than 
one of the existing 300 gallon cans, meaning less 
frequent collection. 

Plus, "These ate a lot harder to turn over,” said Mr. 


Marina money: 
Pahokee may wash hands of fuel

Pahokee City Commissioners 
decided Tuesday night not to 
proceed with plans to install a 
boat fuel system at the city's 
marina. * 

Citing higher than anticipated 
bid prices - about $70,000- the 
commission decided not to install 
the storage pumps und hoses 
needed to add fuel te to options 
available at the facility. 

Improvements to the marina's 
infrastructure needed if fuel were to 


be installed, however, were selected. 


‘The current six-foot wide dock is 
not sturdy, enough to handle the 
larger craft the city hoped to attract 
through the addition of diesel fuel, 
and will be enlarged to ten feet. 

Other structural modifications 
will be completed so that, if the city 
later decides to install the fuel 
system, expenses will not be as 


great. 

Waden $20,000 will be spent on 
the improvements. 

‘There was discussion concerning 
whether a major fuel supplier 
would be interested in operating a 
marine fuel station at the city’s 


marina, but, according to City 
Manager Ken Schenck, several had 
been contacted and replied that 
there wouldn't be enough business 
there to turn a profit fon such a 
station. 

Commissioner Pete Moore said 
that if fuel companies felt the idea 
was not a good one maybe the city 
shouldn't, either: 

Commissioner Keith Babb asked 
if the city couldn't just get a system 
on a “small scale basis?" 

"This is about as small as you can 
get,” said Mr. Schenck. b

AfriCamp gets grants totalling $86,086 Fourth annual Grassy Waters 
festival coming up November 7 


A successful pilot project that 
last summer produced a history 
book for pre-schoolers is being 
expanded to a year-round 
research and publishing train- 
ing program for Glades 10 to 
15-year-olds. The program is 
called AfriCamp and is spon- 
sored by the Zora Neale 
Hurston Roof-Garden Museum 
of Belle Glade. 

AfriCamp, which -offered 
hands-on involvement in oral 
history research to 27 young- 
sters during a three-week 
program in August, has 
received initial initial grants 
totalling $86,086 from the 
Children's Services Council of 
Palm Beach County and the 
State of Florida Department of 
Cultural Affairs. The program, 
which will be administered by 
three full-time and 10 part- 
time staff. begun October 1. 

In addition to Hurston 
Museum Executive Cartheda T. 
Konchellah, who serves as 
project director, AfriCamp 
permanent ‘staff includes 


Donald Neal, art director, 
Nilwanda Brown, archivist, and 
Jessie Moore, secretary. 

The expanded program will 
enable the Hurston Museum to 
provide training in journalistic 
style, research and interview 
techniques, developmental 
writing and conflict manage- 
ment to 100 pre-teens and 
teenagers in the Glades. 

Recruitment of participants 
will be underway in November, 
and the program will provide 
four hours of training per 
month, after school and on 
Saturdays, from January 
through May. Editing camp will 
be held for three weeks in June 


at an out of town conference i 


center. Last summer's camp 
was held at Lake Byrd Lodge in 
Avon Park, 

Enrollment is open to any 
interested child who falls 
within the age requirement, 
said Mrs. Konchellah. "Even

"I said "What do you 
mean where's the VCR? and 
when I looked, it was gone.”

HAVE A SAFE AND HAPPY HALLOWEEN 


Many Halloween traditions such as ghosts, 
goblins and trick-or-treating came from the pre- 
Christian Celts, who populated Great Britain and 
northern Europe. 

According to University of South Florida 
English professor and occult expert William 
Heim, the Celts held the pagan festival Samhain 
in the fall of each year. It was then that they 
believed the dead were allowed to visit their 
relatives during the night. To accommodate these 
spirits, the Celts performed certain rituals that 
have survived the ages and are now Halloween 
traditions in America. 

The wearing of a mask is believed to have 
originated when ancient peoples wore them to 
imitate the spirits walking the earth and also to 
frighten them away, heim says. 

. The tradition of trick-or-treating came from ah 
old practice of leaving food outside the doors for 
the wandering spirits, Heim says. Children, who 
were given the job of collecting wood for the 
fires built to comfort the spirits, often took the 
food. 

"That's why we now give people food in hopes 
that they won't play tricks on us, Heim says.

"For the ancient, people, it was a very scary 
time of year," he says. "The Celts noticed that the 
days were becoming shorter and the nights 
longer -- they believed the sun was dying -- so 
they built large bonfires in order to give energy 
to strengthen the sun." 

In the seventh century, Roman Catholics made 
Halloween a Christian holiday in an effort to 
distract pagan worship that was prevalent 
throughout Europe, Heim says. The word 
Halloween means the eve of All-Saints Day, 
which is still celebrated by Catholics on Nov. 1. 

The jack-o-lantern stems from an Irish tale. 
"Jack" was a man so cantankerous and wicked 
he couldn't get into heayen and the devil didn't 
want him in hell. The devil'chased him away by 
throwing a glowing coal, which Jack picked up 
and put inside a hollowed-out turnip he had been 
eating. 

He used the lighted turnip to see as he 
wandered the earth until the end of time. 

When the legend crossed the Atiantic, the 
pumpkin-indigenous to North America --replaced 
the native Irish crop.
